I did not 
know you wete still in the laud of 
the living till I found out through 
tlie good old Journal. I was al 
ways deaf in one ear, and at thirteen 
1 lost the organ of the other. When 
twenty I started for the School for 
the Deaf at Columbus, Ohio, and on 
my graduation 1 was married to W. 
G. Bell, a graduate of the Michigan 
Suhool for the Deaf, of Flint. He is 
a successful carpenter aud we have 
been living in Moose Jaw for twenty 
years. At one time there were 
many deaf living here, but now most 
of them have scattered. Yours 
sincerely, Mis. W. G. Bell.”

sou with the “Atlanta Spirit” as his 
subject. He told how Atlanta was 
always ahead,” aud that the deaf 
as well as their hearing brethren 
were first to put any important 
movement undertaken “over the 
top," and that Atlanta deaf, while 
small iii number, were always first 
in everything that was started, and 
held a record that is hard to beat. 
\ye have not Mr. Johnson’s notes 
else we would give his address in 
full. 

Mr. J. R. Bankston followed Mr. 
Johnson with “Loyalty,” and 
urged his hearers to continue to be 
loyal to their division, their homes, 
religion and societies, and to be 
loyal Atlanta citizens. He said 
that it was the loyalty of the 
members of the Atlanta division 
that had enabled the division to 
thrive and prosper as it had. 

The next and last address of the 
evening was "The Nadfrats,” which 
was a telling address for women’s 
work in the deaf world of affairs. 
Mrs. W. W. McLean, president of 
the Nadfrats said in part: 

In Atlanta was launched the first 
civic club of deaf women in America to 
affiliate with a State Federation of 
Wonien’a Clubs, totalling four thousand 
clubs with a membership of 50,000 women. 

The 1921 convention of the N. S. F. D. 
held in Atlanta was one of the best the 
society has ever held, and this was partly 
due to the untiring work of the Nadfrat 
Club. It was the first time in the history 
of the Society that the women took such 
a prominent part in the convention and 
made it the social success that it was, pay¬ 
ing special attention to the entertainment 
of the visitors. When the proceedings of 
the convention were published in the 
Frat" a picture of the Nadfrats was among 
other envention photographs, and this was 
iid to be the first time a woman’s picture 
ever appeared in this paper. 

The Nadfrats have recently started a 
compaigc to raise a "building fund” 
with which to erect a Club House, of their 
own. A firm of Real Estate agents have 
promised to donate to our club a plot of 
land on which to build. Every member 
of the Nadfrats is now busy planning way* 
and means of raising the necessary money

Not uutil the beginning of the 
last century awoke people iu Norway 
to see their deaf aud dumb fellow- 
meu’s miserable circumstances. 

Up to that time these did not get 
the least education, and tbe con 
sequence was that they were not 
able to tie of any use for tbeii 
country, their fellowmeu and litem 
selves. That is why they neatly 
always were regarded to be inferior 
persons. 

But with tbe comiug of the I9th 
century their circumstances sudden¬ 
ly changed. In 1825 the first deaf 
and ilmiiIt school of the country was 
established iu Troudhjem, and since 
several others followed. Some of 
them are closed again, but today 
we have four such schools in our 
country. Here the deaf and dumb 
get some knowledge of tbe mauy 
issues of life and are taught a 
handicraft. Tints they become 
independent members of our society.

They were able to read in the 
Bible, but with their limited stock 
of words, they could not understand 
all they read. It is necessary for 
us, who can hear, to have the 
meaning of the Bible explaiued, 
how much more necessary will it be 
for the deaf ! 

For a long time Ihis point was 
disregarded, but about 1890 there 
came a change Tlie now well- 
known cleigyman for the deaf, 
pastor Conrad Sueudsou, began 
then with the aid ot public cou- 
ttihtions to visit tlie deaf iu the 
different parts of the ooiiutry aud 
to hold services with them. In the 
beginning he whs only able to visit 
them once in 6 years, but now, theie 
beiug serveral oiergymeu, the deaf 
are able to “heat” tlie Word of God 
at least ouce a year. Now all must 
admit that a service ouce a yeat is 
rather little, it iB therefor my aim 
iu my district to hold at least two 
services iu that time, aud iu the 
more central places there ought to 
be at least four services in a year. 

That is why I thought to erect a 
(leaf-church in Trondhjem, and iu 
that church we must try to assemble 
the deaf seveial times iu the run of 
a year. 

Then it will only be necessary for 
me to visit tlie aged ones, the sick 
and t.hos* who wete prevented front 
coining to a church meeting in 
Trondhjem, and iu this w»y I shall 
be better allied to serve the deaf 
in the uorthern parts of Norway. 

A church building iu Trondhjem 
will of oourse he of most profit to 
tlie deaf in that city and its neigh 
borhood, ami iu the part of the 
year I can serve them —i about 6 
mouths, they will have services

A letter, postcard, parcel, or 
newspaper, entering the mails is 
simply a piece of mall. 

If, because ot inadequate or 
incorrect address, and, iu the case 
of the package—improper wrapping 
—a piece of mail must be taken out 
of the regular postal machinery for 
“directory service” or “hospital 
service.” It becomes a NIXIE. 

If the postal sleuths are able to 
correct I he address, 01 return to 
seuder for a (letter one, it again he 
couch* a puce of mail—though “dt 
layed mail ” is the hettei sobriquet 

If, after an exhaustive effort,, the 
postal “detective” must give up the 
puzzle, and there is no return ail 
dress, the piece of mail is consign 
oil to the Dead Letter Office, wheie 
It again changes its name to dead 
letter or dead paroel, as the case 
may be. 

Its period of existence as a Nixie 
is the most expensive one. It de 
mauds special attention from tiie 
very best clerks. Valuable time is 
spent in its behalf, time which also 
may prove more costly to the mailer 
or intended recipient through (lie 
attendant d<tlay. 

But in the long run, tiie postal 
sei vice loses most. In Chicago 400 
workers do nothing but handle 
nixies. In New York the service 
costs $500 daily. In all the nixie 
costs the government about $1,740,- 
000 a year.
